Had James G. Blaine penned the Olney- 


Clcveland letter on Venezuela it would have 
accomplished the end desired and now 
hoped for, but it would not have been 
couched in language calculated lo irritate 
the British Foreign Office and to make it 
more difficult to yield concessions. 


Blame's communications with foreign 


powers were always conciliatory, always 
courteous ; yet no foreign court could fail 
to be conscious of the hand of iron which 
grasped the flowing pen. 
In treating with 


nations not in our class as to strength or 
armament this conciliatory attitude was 
especially noticeable. A despatch addressed 
to one of the smaller nations he once directed 
to be rewritten in a tone of greater deference, 
explaining, with a smile, "Vie will reserve 
that lone for the strong nations." During 
the trouble with Chile in 1892 Mr. Elaine 
wrote to the President: ''I send herewith 
draft of a note to Chile. It may seam to 
yon too cordial, but 1^ believe it to be in the 
highest sense expedient. 
I have relied on 


the good sense of Chile for reparation, and 
I believe we will get it more'easily this way 
than any other." Yet this is the same hand 
that wrote to Kudini, the Italian Prime 
Minister, when the latter was threatening to 
level our coast cities by his ironclads in 
atonement for the Italian miscreants killed 
by New Orleans lynchers : "In a matter of 
such gravity as this the Government of the 
United States would not permit itself to be 
unduly hurried, nor will it make answer to 
any demand until every fact essential to a

—Bids for the one hundred millions of 


four per cent bonds were opened at the 
Treasury Department yesterday. There we>-e 
nearly forty-seven hundred distinct offers, 
aggregating nearly seven hundred million 
dollars. 
A few of these were the offerings 


of "cranks," and a number were graduated 
bids representing the same partie?, but, 
making allowance for these, it is probable 
the aggregate offered will reach at least three 
hundred and fifty million dollars. 
Nearly 


every banking institution and ve'-y many of 
tho leading bankers of the country were rep- 
resented by bids. 
The prices ranged fi-om 


par to 120, and the average will perhaps be 
about 111. 
Several syndicates made bids 


for large amounts, in two instances offerj 
being made for the entire loan. The best 
offer from a syndicate was from that repre- 
sented by J. Pierpont Morgan, who bid 
110.6877 for the entire one hundred millions. 
After the bona fide bidders whose figures 
are in excess of Mr. Morgan's have been 
given their allotment the remainder will 
likely go to the Morgan syndicate. It is es- 
timated that/about 40 per cent of the entire 
loan will go to tne Morgan syndicate. 


—The concurrent resolution which was 


reported in the Senate last wee'.t, requesting 
the President to use his influence with the 
Government of Spain to recognize the Cuban 
revolutionists as belligerents, was practically 
set aside yesterday by a substitate reported 
from the Foreign Affairs Committee. The 
substitute recognizes a condition of public 
war in Cuba, and declares that the United 
States shall maintain a strict neutrality be- 
tween the contending Powers and shall 
accord to each all the rights of 'belligerents 
in the ports of the United States. The 
resolution is on tho Vice President's table 
and may be taken up for action to-day.

How many companies are there you ask ? 


Somewhere between 800 and 1000, and at 
least twenty-five per cent can be added by 
the time this gets into print. If you inquire 
further you will find that each company may 
have from one to a dozen claims, each claim 
an active or prospective mine, except such 
as will never be anythiag at all. 
Nobody 


knows how many shafts are actually opened 
on the ground. 
To make a guess which is a 


pure guess I should say at least 2500 includ- 
ing everything from a discovery shaft to a 
mine. The reports for yesterday show 204 
actual mines from which pay ore has been 
shipped or is now being taken. 


A look at the map of Cripple Creek fails 


utterly to give any clear idea, in fact | the 
more one is accustomed to maps and plans 
the more confusing it is. I had seen some,; 
where years ago a map of Leadville in its 
boom days and have often wondered what it 
meant.

Bonleiitown's Filter Plant. 


One afternoon last week, at the invitation 


of Doctor Shipps, a prominent physician of 
Bo'rdentown, the writer in company with 
,PjieiPif.pur-M--I>!Oisited that town, and the 
following short story of what we saw and 
heard may not be -without interest to Bristol 
people, especially in view of the dirty water 
with which we have been so much annoyed 
of late. 


The Bordentown water works is operated 


by a company similar to our own. It is 
located on Crosswicks Creek, a short distance 
from its junction with the Delaware, but not 
so far away that it is unaffected by the con- 
dition of the water in the river. 
The purify- 


ing apparatus consists of two cylindrical 
iron tanks, each ten feet in diameter and 
six feet high, built to withstand a pressure 
of two hundred pounds to the square inch, 
capable of filtering one million gallons each 
twenty-four hours. 
These tanks are kept 


filled about two-thirds full of beach sand, 
covered by a layer of powdered coke. 
The 


pumping mains are so arranged that water 
can be forced through the filters, from either 
the top or bottom. The water from the

anything about the Land 
Office in general 


and the innumerable differences provided 
for the va'-ious kinds of lands and only a lit- 
tle about the mining lands. In a general 
way the operation is this: A prospector dis- 
covers a vein, he at once lays off a strip 
three hundred feet wide by fifteen hundred 
feet long, about ten acres, laying out the 
length in what the outcrop or other indica- 
tions may lead him to suppose is iu the di- 
rection of the line of the vein. 
He marks 


this by a post at each corner and one in the 
middle of each long side, and at the point of 
discovery puts up a notice containing »the 
date, his own name and the name that he 
selects for his prospective mine. 
He then 


sinks his discovery shaft ten feet in depth, 
having thirty days in which to do this- 
Then within another thirty or sixty days he 
must have tho land properly surveyed by a 
Deputy Surveyor of the Land Office, and the 
location, date and names recorded in the 
office of the County Clerk and thus becomes 
possessed of a claim, the cost of it all being 
a couple of hundred dollars. In order to 
retain it he must do annually two hundred 
dollars worth o^f work on, or rather in, hie 
shaft. 
If he does the work himself, twenty 


feet of digging, in depth, is accepted as of 
two hundred dollars expense. 
The gold 


bearing ore not being scattered abound loose 
under the surface but running in veins, the 
intention of the law is to give to the discov- 
erer the right to mine the vein for fifteen 
hundred feet horizontally and of course as 
deep as he chooses, consequently he has the 
right to follow his vein beyond the side lines 
of his claim upon or rather under other 
claims, each claim having the sole right to 
allotted surface only. I believe lie cannot 
go beyond his end lines, nor cross tho end 
line of another claim. 
When I got this far, 


I found it explained a lot of things. As each 
claim is staked off of the legal dimensions, 
leaving conflicting rights of those it over- 
laps, to be settled by agreement or by suit, 
it shows the reason for the remarkable ap- 
pearance of the map, and the right to follow 
the vein explains why a small fractional 
claim is sometimes of much value.

the coke and sand, enters the supply main 
at the bottom. By this process all the im- 
purities are taken out and however muddy 
the river may be the town is supplied with 
clean, pure, palatable water. 
When the 


river is unusually dirty a small quantity of 
alum, one grain to one hundred gallons, is 
added to tlie water, before it enters the 
filters, materially aiding in its' purification. 
The washing of the filters is an interesting 
process. 
In the pump room are (wo pres- 


sure gauges, one on the pumping main and 
one on tlie supply pipe. With clean niters 
the resistance of coke and sand to the pas- 
sage of the water causes a loss of pressure of 
about four to seven pounds. 
When the 


filter begins to clog with impurities the 
gauge on the supply pipe shows an increased 
loss of pressure and when that gauge marks 
ten to twelve pounds less than the one on 
the pumping main it is time to clean filters. 
This is done by closing the supply main and 
pumping upward through the sand and 
cottey the wash water running through an 
outlet at the top of the tank into a culvert. 
This operation lasts about twenty minutes 
of half an hour, and as soon as the water 
runs off clear the supply main is re-opened 
and pumping into the top of the filter is 
resumed. Should tho river be very muddy 
all connection with the pump is cut off and 
the filters are cleaned by the back pressure 
from the town. The tanks are so arranged 
that they can be separately cleaned without 
interfering with the supply to the town. 
They are enclosed in a building adjoining 
and communicating with 
the pumping 


station being thus protected from freezing, 
and since their erection, seven years ago, 
the filters have required little or no repair. 
The plant cost the Water Company about 
f7,000, and while, on account of putting it 
up, a year passed without a dividend, the 
stockholders seem to have small reason to 
complain, as they have received an average 
of seven per cent on their original invest- 
ment, while tlie charge to consumers, for 
single hydrants at least, is one-seventh less 
for clean water than we pay for what often 
looks like liquid mud, or inferior ink. We 
were 
informed by Doctor 
MacFarland, 


another Bordentown physician, that he had 
tested the water several times for organic 
matter without detecting any and that if 
any alnm found its way into the mains it 
was not perceptible. 
We were also tqld that 


the same style of filter had been offered to 
the Bristol Water Company, but they de- 
clined to take any interest in it. This was 
about three or four years ago. 


Our acknowledgements are due to Presi- 


dent Longstreet, of the Water Company, 
and to Doctors Shipps and MaoFarland, for 
courtesies shown, as well as for information 
given, -which made our visit not only in- 
teresting but instructive. From the fore- 
going it would appear that means for pro- 
curing clean, pure, palatable -water have 
be$m:withinrlhe reach of our peotle, but the 
o"$pf>Ttaiity has not been improved. 
The 


.writer offers hie lime and whatever influence 
or-ability he may possess, to help hasten the 
day when Bristol too may secure what her 
citizens have-been paying high rates for and 
not getting—pure water. The Philadelphia 
''Ledger" vigorously and truly said in a 
recent editorial. 
"In these enlightened 


days, to supply unclean and impure water 
for drinking purposes is a public crime, 
when means are at hand to provide a supply 
clear, pure and palatable."

-when tho Infliction becomes too sovoro 
they know how to get rid of the insects. 
They gather from the bark of trees moss, 
which they carry to a stream that deepens 
by d3greea. Here they enter the water, 
still carrying the moss In their mouths, 
and, going backward, beginning from the 
end of their tails, they advance by slow 
degrees till the whole body, with the ex 
ceptlon of the'rftouth, Is entirely 1m 
morsed.

dens are much exposed to the ravages of 
large oyocophalio apes, and a good guard

tach thereto their nests. 


Those wasps, though small, have a very 


venomous sting. Baboons hod often been 
noticed eying with envious glances the 
fast ripening fruit In one certain garden, 
but feared to gather for fear of attracting 
the assaults of the wasps. 


Ono morning the farmer heard terrible 


cries, and with the aid of a good fleldglass 
he witnessed the following tragedy A 
large venerable baboon, chief of the band, 
Was catching the younger upes and pitch- 
ing them into the shrubs whereon hung 
the wasps' nests. This he repeated again 
and again, in spite of the most piteous 
cries from his victims. 


Of course tho wasps assumed the defen- 


sive in swarms 
During this part of the 


performance the old brute quietly fed on 
the fruit, deigning occasionally to throw 
fragmentary remains to some female and 
young baboons a little farther off.—New 
York Dispatch.

A Sportsman Whose Experience Disproved 


the Claim That the Female Bear Will 
Desert HIT Young U That In Necessary 
to Save Herself From Trouble. 


"It In wonderful how much one may 


learn from boohs what wild animals will 
do and what they will cot do," said a Now 
Sorter who has tiino and money enough 
to go whiTc and do as he pleases. "I am 
reminded of this by having read In a book 
the other day the positive statement that 
'the numerous tales told of the black 
bear's pu^nacioiisness and the fury with 
which It will attack a man are entirely 
fanciful. Even when wounded and pressed 
by the hunter tho black bear will put forth 
every endeavor to escape, olid the female 
of tills variety, instead of resolutely and 
savagely -.landing in defonso of her cubs, 
will dosoit thorn at the first sign of danger 
If rfuoh dusurtion is necessary to save her- 
self from trouble.' 
"I had road that same declaration be- 


fore, and a few years ago I believed it. I 
was led t'j change my opinion, though, by 
some personal observations I had tho op- 
portunity of making of the block bear's 
disposition. I do not seek information 
about bi-ius any moro from the learned 
naturalists who make books, but I know 
a great d'-al more about them. - 


"It win only 1M years ago that I re- 


ceived my interesting object lesson in 
what the black bear will and will not do. 
I WHS v.iiy up in Froutenao county, Can- 
ada, fishing. I had a half breed guide, 
who pronounced his name Faugwas. I 
don't know how ho spoiled It. Neither 
did ho. Ho was a giant in size and 
strength, and it is a pleasant recollection 
to mo Unit ho was. 
Otherwise my oonfl- 


tlencu in book knowledge of wild boasts 
would hnvo cost my estatequito a sum for 
funeral espouses, diroot and incidental. 


"We wore camped near the shore of 


White lube. One day I oamo in fron: a 
little excursion by mysolf on tho lake, and 
I had inj gun with me. Door used to have 
n habit of coining down to the lake and 
standing in the water, stamping and snort- 
Ing. This scared the flsh, and wo used to 
take our guns with us sometimes to nmko 
tho doer go away, I had just stopped 


shoru from my boot when I heard a noise 
n tho thicket. I looked toward it and saw 


boar, followed by two good sized cubs, 


lurrying across an open spot in tho bushes, 
"ho old bear had.got out of sight in the 
hioket again botore I thought of firing. I 
jiw where sho was, though, by tho sway- 
ng of tho bushes, and I banged away. 
?ho bullot took effect, and tho bear tum- 
>led and lay there. 
" 'She must bo dead,' said I, 'or she 


rould gi-t up and run away as fast as her 
egs could carry hor, cubs or no cubs.' 


'So I hurried toward the spot to take a 


oob at tho game my well calculated shot 
ittd brought down and take measures to 
secure the two young bears. I hadn't tak- 
n half a dozen steps, however, when tho 
rashes began to tumble about in lively 
lommotion, and my supposed dead bear 
:ame tearing out into tho opening with a 
lei'ceiiess and determination that wore on- 
iroly irregular and in violation of tho rule 
aid'down in tho books. Tbe instant sho 
aw mo sho rose ou her haunches, and I 
ivuot to toll you sho was a sight to givo n 
'ollow di wmis. And her appearance wasn't 
iiiprovoil any by the fact that my bullot 
iad carried awn}' hor lower jaw. 


Doforo looultl collect mysolf sufficient- 


y to mnko any effort either to defend my- 
solf or tc escape the shockingly mutilated 
>ud altogether furious boar was upon mo. 
Down wo went together ill a heap on the 
;round 
I yelled as never man yelled bo- 


'orc, I gui^i. It happened, fortunately for 
no, that Fangwas was at tho camp, which 
was only n fow rods away. Ho had hoard 
ny gun and had started leisurely down 
thut wa;' to see what I had llred at. Ho 
indn't Hiispc'ctod bear or danger of any 
kind and never thought of taking his 
<un. Whuu ho hoard mo yell, ho was close 


;o my aid. If ho had had a gun, ho snii 
aftorwnid, ho wouldn't have dared to use 
it, so mixed up wore the bear and I in tho 
struggle on the ground. It wns well for 
mo that my bullet had sliced the bear's 
lower jnw off, for tho loss of that prevent- 
ed hur from tearing mo with her teeth. 
I 


lind prooneo of inlud enough, as wo wres- 
tled on t ho ground, to seize tho boar's long 
Cur in my troth and draw my face doop in- 
to her tuat, thus keeping it away from her 
clawa. 


'The Irstnnt my guide came ho got a 


heavy club and bugan hammering the bear 
with it. Ho soon stunned her, and I got 
loose and sprang to my feet. That seemed 
to rouso the boar, for sho was up and at 
me again like a flash. With a blow from 
one of her paws, which landed on my right 
EhouIdoT, she knocked mo off my foot and 
sent me (lying against a stump. I struck 
with my loft sido and got up with three 
broken ribh, as subsequent investigation 
proved. 


"The boar then rushed for Fangwns and 


had him disarmed of his club in less time 
than it takes mo to toll it. 
Thcfl tho gi- 


gantic guide govq mo an oxhib,)fion of 
some Groco-Boman wrestling such as I 
had never expected to see. 
Ho avoided a 


fierce rush the bear made, and, seizing hor 
around her body, thrmv her over his loft 
shoulder and hold her thoro in spite of her 
ripping and clawing him. As he held hor 
ho shouted to mo to shove the muzzle of 
my gun against her head and blow hor 
bruins out. I did so, and Fnngwas hold 
tho big boast on his shoulder till sho died. 
Tho guide wasn't hurt much, but I was 
so badly done up that we had to break 
oaipp and get in to tho nearest settlement, 
where I could have my injuries attended 
to. I was thoro a week before I felt chip 
per enough to go back and finish my out- 
ing. 


"I drn't know what booamo of tho two 


young boars, but I suppose they escaped to 
tho woods and grew up, probably to teach 
some one olfao what a mistake he was lia- 
ble to make by forming his opinion of 
bears from what the books said."—New 
York Sun.

As 
the paint and varnish wear off, renew 
thorn, find thus it will last four times as 
lung as common oilcloth.

The visitor was his friend, 


Henri Mirnult—a kind of French Georges 
Durlaohor of the period—that is, a good 
natured, serviceable creature, hand in 
glove with every theatrical manager, actor 
and actress of note. 
Miruult had only 


heard fragments of tho piece. Dumas road 
Lie whole of it to him, and he also predict- 
ed eventual success—provided a manager 
could bo found to present tho play to tho 
public. 


More than 15 months wont by before 


the desired nmnagor was found, and oven 
then ho was of questionable solvency. But 
Bouffc, tho director of tho Varieties—not 
to bo confounded with tho eminent actor 
of the same name—though frequently 
impecunious, was honest and sympathetic 
to a degree, and having pledged his word 
to produce "La Dame aux Camelias," 
adhered to it, in spite of the difficulties 
of all kinds and the vexatious interference 
of the oonsorslilp foreseen by Vlrgliile Do- 
jazot. 


Rehearsals had scarcely begun when 


Amiis tfargouil throw up hor part. Sho 
felt cramped and uncomfortable in it. Eu- 
genie Doeho, whom every OLIO considered 
ns tho next best representative, wns in 
London, and had openly announced hor 
determination never to face the footlights 
again. 
Bouffo dispatched Fechtor to her

Dumas 


felt convinced that his etngo directions, as 
ihey stood in tho manuscript, as they hnd 
been printed in all the editions, should be 
lurried out to the letter. 
Feohtor, on the 


other hand, obstinately refused to clutch a 
woman's wrisl.s, to foroo her to go ou her 
jueos, to lift his hand against her, in order 
;o strike her, perhaps to kill hor with ono 
alow. 
Ho lind never done such a thing, 


ho said. 
"Tho public would not stand 


such an exhibition of violence." 


And even at the dross rehearsal he per- 


sisted in his refusal. Dumas was equally 
firm. "Very well," said Fechter at last, 
"I will do what you wish, if thopleco goes 
as far as tho fourth act. I am certain it 
will not roach tho second—at any rate, not 
f.ho third." But before the curtain fell 
upon the first act tlio success of the play 
was practically assured, 
Dumas did not 


repeat hia instructions, and at the scene In 
question Fechter suddenly remembered tho 
author's wish. 
Tho movement had never 


been rehearsed. Mine. Doche was not pre- 
pared for it. 
Feohtor had to take her by 


the wrists and use real force. Tho great 
actress was absolutely dnmfounded. She 
had no idea of what it meant. 


The effect was simply immense, aud 


Fochtor, carried away by the situation, 
slammed tho door so violently behind him 
that one of tho candelabra on the table 
dropped to 1ho floor with a crash 
The In- 


cident was regarded by the public as a 
carofully prepared bit of stage business 
and holped to Increase tho already frantic 
excitement. 


There was a violent quarrel between the 


two great artists. 
Mme. Doche justly 


taxed Fechter with having improvised a 
movement of sucii importance without 
having apprised hor of his intentions, and 
thereby having jeopardized hor own play. 
Foohtor put tho whole of tho blame on the 
author. Tho quarrel recommenced every 
night, and for many weeks .Eugenie Doobe 
and Charles Fechter novor exchanged a 
syllable off the stage —Pall Mall Gazette. 


Everybody Honeflt With Newsboys. 


However dishonest some people may be 


with others, there seems to bo an unwrit- 
ten code of morality In their makeup that 
prompts them to bo square with newsboys. 
Since the establishment of stands on the 
principal corners, from which the newsboy 
sells his stock, he may, with safety, take 
a walk, look at a procession or go to his 
luncheon. He leaves his papers and a 
handful of pennies on the stand, and when 
anybody wants a paper he takes it and 
leaves his penny or makes change for him- 
self and passes on. Inquiry of a number 
of proprietors of stands elicited the infor- 
mation that not one of them had evor lost 
a paper or niibsed a penny by change or 
otherwise since tho system was established. 
There may be several reasons for this, but 
one of them Is that tho newsboy, whatever 
may bo hife other faults, is always honest 
with the public, am! invariably accommo- 
dating.—Chicago Chronicle.

LIFE OF THOSE OLDEN DAYS. 


The Only 


The Few Recreations and Amusements of 


the Children—What I* Meant to 
"Get 


the Mitten"—The Reverence In Which 


the New Kngland Sabbath Was Held. 


Though Puritan children had but few 


roereatlous and amusements, they roust 
have enjoyed a very cheerful, happy home 
ifo. 
Making sugar lu its season was 


looked forward lo with very agreeable an- 
ticipations bv tho farmers' sons and daugh- 
ters. Toil in that was more than figura- 
tively sweetened. 


Tliurlow 
Weed 
says: 
"When your 


"roughs were dug out of baeawood—for 
Lbure were no buckets in those days—your 
iruos tapped, your wood out, and your 
fires fed, there was leisure either for read- 
ing or'sparking.' 
Who will over forget 


(ho feranfepaiant and delicious streaks of 
candy, cooled in snow, while 'sugaring 
off.' 
Many a farmer's son has found his 


)0nt opportunity for mental improvement 
in his leisure moments while tending sap 
bush. At night you had only to feed the 
kottlos and keop up your fires, the sap 
having been gathered and the wood cut 
before dark. I remombor in this way to 
have read a history of the French revolu- 
tion. I remember also how happy I was 
to borrow the book after a two mile tramp 
through tho snow shoeless." 


An old time Now England expression, 


"getting tho mitten," meaning getting 
your offer of marriage rejected by your 
" best girl," has an origin in the custom 
of tho earlier days. One hundred years 
ago gloves wore unknown in the country 
towns; mittens wore knitted and worn in 


families. If a young man going home 


from singing school with the girl of bis 
choice was holding her mittened band, to 
keop it from getting oold, and took the op- 
portunity to urge his suit, if tho offer 
proved acceptable, tho hand wt>uld remain; 
if otherwise, an effort to withdraw the 
hand would leave the mitten. So the suitor 
would got the mitten, but cot the hand. 


There were largo families In those days. 


Sir William Phipps was one of 26 children, 
Benjamin Franklin was one of a family of 
17. They rejoiced in some very singular 
names. These are the names o£ one fam- 
ily: 
Experience, Waitstill, 
Preserved, 


Hopestlll, Wait, Thanks, Unites, Dosiro 
and Supply. 


It is interesting to note that tho dinner 


hour has gradually moved from the fore- 
noon until evening. 
Tho word dinner is 


believed to be a corruption of six hours, 
or a o'clock, the hour at which tho Nor- 
man conquerors ate their principal meal. 
A young man from the Maine woods vis- 
ited New York on a schooner and wrote 
home thus: "Hardly anybody here eats 
dinner at noon. Most of the folks eat 
theirs at 0 o'clock. Tho rich don't eat 
theirs until 7 or half past, and the real 
upper crust don't dine until some time 
next,clay." 
He had evidently been 


brought up to think 13 o'clock the proper 
hour. 


Saturday night was tho beginning of 


the Sabbath. The quiet hush that per- 
vaded the very atmosphere of the house 
suppressed tho boisterous spirits of youth, 
ar.d early planted u reverent love for the 
Now England Sabbath. 
Everybody was 


expected do go to mooting and stay through 
both services. 
Some of tho stanch men 


rode in the snddlo, the good wife on a pil- 
lion, with tlio baby in bor lap, and the 
next oldor child in front or behind. Every 
first Sabbath of the month the deacon 
could bo seen cantering up the long road 
with tho consecrated jug for the sacra- 
montal winu dangling from his saddle. It 
must have been a pleasant sight on Sun- 
day morning to stand by the church and 
watch tho worshipers as singly, two by 
two, or In families, they seemed to rise 
out of the hills, from tho oast and from the 
west, from tho north and from the south, 
for Sabbath morning all paths led to 
church, as all roads led to Rome. In sum- 
mer timo'the boys and girls carried their 
shoos and stockings in their bands, to 
save them from tho wear and tear of the 
bushes aiid klio long, sandy paths. Among 
tne duties or cno soxiiun wah TAJ tarn ~«iie~ 
hourglass. 
The sermon was _expected to 


close with the last sands of the glass. 
How the children, and perhaps the grown 
people, watched the glass! But they were 
sometimes disappointed, for tho old minis- 
ters had groat gifts ot continuance. Their 
wigs were full of learning, and as freely 
as they bad received freely they gave, 


In 1085 each meeting house had the ap- 


pendage of stocks and whipping post, and 
in some place they voted, "That all per- 
sons who should Btarid out of tho meeting 
house during the time of divine service 
should be set in the stocks." 


It was also ordered that profane swear- 


ing should bo punished by sitting in the 
stocks throe times; telling lies, a fine of 
10 shillings or sitting in the stocks two 
times. In 1*686 an unfortunate benedict 
was lined for keeping house alone. A, 
man was fined for driving a yoka of oxen, 
five miles on the Sabbath day. 


As Jong ago as 17i5 it is said there were 


bad boys, and tithing men were appointed 
to see that they did "not play in meeting," 
and to keep the dogs out of the meeting 
house. 


Mrs. Stowe gives a picture of tho old 


meeting house, which Is the best I have^ 
found. "To my childish eyes our meeting" 
house was fashioned on the model of 
Noah's ark and Solomon's temple. Its 
double rows of windows, of which I knew 
the number by heart; its doors, with great 
wooden quirks over them; its belfry, pro- 
jecting out at the oast end; its steeple and 
bell, all inspired as much sense of the sub- 
lime as Strasburg cathedral itself. How 
magnificent to my eyes seemed the turnip- 
like canopy that hung over the minister's 
head, hooked by a long iron rod to the 
wall above! How I wondered at the pan- 
els on either side of the pulpit, carved and 
painted as a flaming red tulip. The area 
of the house was divided into large, square 
pews, finished with a balustrade ten inches 
high. 
Through these loopholes the chil- 


dren could watch each other and report 
discoveries." 


The meeting houses were not warmed, 


but the old and the delicate carried foot 
stoves, and between the services they all 
repaired to a small building outside to 
eat their lunuh and warm their nearly 
frozen limbs. The ministers were settled 
for life, and they were looked up to with 
great respect, and well they might be, fcr 
they were really the only educated people. 


In the very early days neighbors usually 


paid friendly visits during the winter sea- 
son. In summer they were too busy. 
The men talked over their family affairs 
and the prices of what they had for sale. 
The wives and daughters chatted freely 
about their yards of homespun linen and 
linsey Woolsoy while they were busy knit- 
ting. It would have been regarded as 
quite disgraceful for any woman to sit 
idle. All were regaled with good dough- 
nuts, cheese, fine cider or homemade beer. 
—American Monthly Magazine.

dullness, but positively and actively." I 
have often thought ho was never quite 
just to Oxford, and sometimes ho soemcel 
almost ungrateful to his alma mater, 
from, I suppose, some unconsciousness oi 
how much ho owed her. 


Perhaps those only who havo been do- 


nlod tho happy privilege of being among 
bor sons are aware of tho value of such 
high parentage. Oxford sen'ls her chil- 
dren into tho world with credentials which 
she nhioe can bestow, and if thoy happen 
to distinguish thoinwjlvoa in any walk of 
life shn at once remembers they aro of her 
roaring, shows herself prouel of them, 
sedulously fosters tlieiir reputation and 
ministers to tliolr fume by unceasingly ex- 
tolling their aoliiovementa.

In spring and summer wolves aro 
rarely soon, as they keep for tho most part 
at the solitude of tho woodlands, but in 
severe cold and stormy weather thoy col- 
lect together In packs and descend to tho 
more open and inhabited tracts of the 
country. 


While hording his reindeer during the 


long winter of the far north the Laplander 
must be on his guard against marauding 
wolves. Frequently for weeks together 
there is no sign of the common enemy. 
Then, without warning, tho cry of the 
watcher rings out over tho snow, "Tho 
wolves sre afoot!" And however blinding 
the snow, however dark the night, all the. 
inhabitants of the little camp rush forth 
to defend the animals which to thorn rep* 
resent wealth, clothing, food, existenoe it- 
self. In such a melee the small, wiry dogs, 
of which the Laps always keep a number, 
perform an important part, barking and 
mapping at thoir big opponents in tho 
moat plucky way, and distracting their 
attention generally until the arrival of 
their owners upon tho scene.—Pall Mall 
Gazette.

A GREAT BASEBALL SERIES. 


Bow Boston and Providence Battled la 


tlio League In 1884. 


Probably ono of the grandest series of 


baseball games played by National league 
clubs was that betwaen tho Bostons and 
the Proviclouco Grays in 1884. The Bos- 
tons had won tho championship of 1888, 
and it was tho ambition of Providence 
cranks, who Ihcd only 40 miles away from 
tho Hub, to wrest tho laurels from the 
Bean Ktitors. Every game that was played 
between tho clubs was attended by im- 
menso crowds, and the excitement was at 
will to heat. 


Tho first gamo of the series in 1884 was 


one of Ifl innings and resulted in a tie, 
the score standing 1 to 1. The pitchers 
wore Charley Bad bourne and Jim Whit- 
ney, 
and 16,000 persons saw tho battle. 


Tho next day Providence won by a score 
ol 2 to 1 in uiuo innJTiffH. nnd flharlpy 
Sweeney struck out 19 Boston batsmen. 
Of the first eight games Boston won five 
and Providence three. 
When It came 


time to meet for the four final struggles, 
the Providence team had won every series 
from the other League clubs and wanted 
to win tho series from the Bostons too. 
Eadbourne accordingly was assigned to 
pitch in all four games on four successive 
days. He was in such magnificent form 
that in ail of the games the Bostons wore 
beaten nnd scored the sum total of one 
run. 
Ono of tho games lasted 11 innings. 


It was played in Boston and was finally 
won by the Khode Islanders by n soore of 
1 to 0. Arthur Irwin, who was the short- 
stop for Providence, drove a long fly to- 
ward tlio right Hold fence, and the ball 
wont through a hole between the boards. 
It was a four bagger and decided the gamo. 


Kadbourno's wonderful pitching in 


those clays will never bo forgotten by those 
who saw him perform. Ho went into the 
box game after game and pitched for 19 
consecutive contests. It was his remark- 
able twirling that was instrumental in 
helping Providence to win the pennant 
that year. Sweeney jumped the club in 
the middle of tlio Reasofc, and "Bad" went 
along single handed. Ono foot that was 
the tall: of the baseball world in 1883 wai 
hjs pitching in an exhibition game at 
Trenton. Tho homo club would not allow 
Providence to play with the regulation 
League ball nnd insisted upon substituting 
another of lighter weight. Badbourne, 
however, accepted the latter ball and pro- 
ceeded to strike out overy man who came 
to tho bat until one man had boon retired, 
in the sixth inning. Then a player fouled 
tho ball, which had not been done before. 
The pitching distance then was 46 feet 
from the homo plate.—New York Sun.
